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Translated Into Usable Terms It Is Merely 
Wide Variety — But Lines Have 


Their Part To Play. 


E have had more than an 

inkling of the spring and 

summer mode for some 

weeks past, for the new 

mode has been urged upon 
us by April weather in March, as 
well ag by eager designers of things 
new. We are permitted a most 
amazingly wide choice, and that 
permission grants us the privilege 
of securing individuality, even at 
the sacrifice of normalities, Never 
has there been a mode that 89 
graciously recognized every type of 
Woman from the tiny, fragile sort 
ef person to the large woman of 
the Amazon type. 

The idea seems to be the emphasis 
of type, which necessitates widely 
varying collections of garments. 
That they all possess something of 
elegance is but one more point in 
their favor and to the advantage 
of the wearer, who is always look- 
ing for elemental beauty, and not 
always finding it. But there is this 
to consider—the dividing line be- 
tween Smartness and dowdiness is 
not sharply defined in the clothes 
themselves, but must be given due 
consideration in one’s individual 
choice, 

For the ultra-elaborate thing, 
charming on one type, becomes 
merely a fussy model on a differ- 
ent type. Individualized smartness 
is possible, this season, but it is 
not easy of attainment. It depends 
upon the use of color, line and 
trimming, set against a background 
of fabric. It is simplicity attained 
through detail; it is the use of 
ornate effects that may not give a 
final effect of ornateness; it is a 
quality that is nothing if not para- 
doxical. 


Youth And Maturity Are Served 

For the first time in many years, 
consideration !s shown the matron. 
There are just as many fashions 
for her use as there are for the 
young girl, and she is not com- 
pelled to adapt a “flapper” outfit to 
her purposes. This makes the 
spring mode a decidedly welcome 
one, for it stresses a certain 
elasticity that has, hitherto, been 
Rotably absent from the fashion 
openings. Practically every fashion 
offered belongs to both the young 
girl and the matron, which means 
that widely varying types are 
featured. 

And added to type variety we 
have detail variety, and, what is 
far more {mportant, model variety, 
by which is meant a wide selection 
in everything from suits to evening 
frocks. General features may be 
brushed lightly aside; it’s a short, 
straight, interrupted, kinetic sil- 
Rouette. Trimmed and untrimmed 
nmecklines in square, oval, V-shape 
and occasional irregular lines. 
(Long sleeves and no sleeves at all 
hardly any compromise. And 
there is a growing tendency to 
mark the waistline. 

Perhaps a little more detail about 
the silhouette will be welcome. It 
may never be anything but 
straight, with the possible excep- 
tion of the bouffant frock that ap- 


\ pears of an evening. It may have 


width above or below the waistline, 
but that width will not be appar- 
ent when the wearer stands still. 
Pleats, fiounces, tiers and draperies 
are details of skirt treatment; the 
blouse, the wide armhole, the dot- 


man line and the bolero are details 
of the bodice. So much for that. 
Materials Are Importany 

Whatever characteristic of the 
mode one stresses, she finds that 
the fabrics used have been re- 
sponsible for the success of the 
idea. They are beautiful, both tn 
quality and color, and make pos- 
sible all the variations that con- 
tribute to general charm. Supple- 
ness is their foremost characteris- 
tic, and they yield themselves to 
manipulation in every desired way. 
To achieve tiers and flounces and 
pleats, without sacrificing slender- 
ness, is the main problem that they 
Solve. 

There is no denying the continued 
smartness of black and black with 
white. It is often vogue in a new 
mode, but its continued popularity 
{fs unprecedented. There are some 
delightful uses of it, and when tn 
doubt, the choice of black is a 
wise one. Then come the blues, 
ranging from “baby” to midnight, 
the beiges, the pastels—-lately ap- 
peared in satin daytime frocks of 
great charm, some new tones of 
green that are. distinctive and 
prints. Degrade and compose ef- 
fects are popular. 

Possessed of the ftraightline, 
kinetic silhouette, madg@ possible by 
the suppleness of materials and 
some newly important polor effects, 
we may proceed to an pnumeration 
of the general silhouettes that are 
permitted. There is great stress 
being laid on the marked waistline 
that effects the silhouette in two 
ways—there may be width below 
that line or above. There is the 
bolero silhouette and there is the 
tiered silhouette—-all slim! 

Next In Importance—Types 

In other seasons we grew accus- 
tomed to the plaint-—‘I do love a 
sult—or a two-plece frock or what- 
ever the choice may be—but they're 
not good, this season.” There can 
be nothing in such a complaint, 
this year, for they’re not only wear- 
ing suits, but they’re wearing every 
possible type of them. There are 
one and two, even three-plece 
frocks; there are coat frocks, there 
are long and short-sleeved frocks. 
Stress may be laid, at this time, 
on the new fashion of the jacket 
frock—-a most conveniently smart 
thing. 

There are tailored suits that 
seem the utmost in severity, there 
are tailored suits that yield to the 
demand for softened lines, and 
there are suit costumes that fulfil 
the duties required at afternoon 
functions, and they are known to 
reach the sum total of four pieces, 
these newest suits. And there are 
scores of vogues! 

There's the vogue for the tailored 
suit of navy twill, for the tweed 
suit that {8 seen both-in the coun- 
try and in town—accessories differ 
according to place, and for the 
frock that has a brief, unlined 
jacket of the material, removable, 
of course. There’s a vogue for the 
bow-frock, the tiered, or the bolero, 
or the draped frock, and there’s a 
vogue for the tucked frock, prefer- 
ably of navy Georgette—itself a 
vogue. And there’s a vogue for 
pleats, for the swather hipline, for 
the collarless neckline, one just 
cannot mention them all. 
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Each Typifies A Vogue 

In the group of models selected 
for descriptive purposes, many of 
the most important style details are 
stressed. Note the seemingiy sim- 
plicity of the little frock with its 
pleated skirt and _ ingeniously 
marked waistline. It is not simple, 
at all, with its scalloped blouse 
line, its vestee and its really elab- 
orate embroideries. It is a perfect 
example of the attainment of an 
appearance of simplicity by the 
use of carefully chosen elaborate- 
ness. 

Two suits, or suit costumes, prove 
the value of this fashion. The first 
is made up of & one-piece dress in 
two-piece effect, and a hem-length 
coat. Again elaborate embroid- 
eries oblige, on both dress and Coat, 
and one is impressed with the use 
of black on white, with the tiny 
box pleats, and the cunning detail 
of scallops at the sleeve edge and 
outlining the collar. One of the 
reasons for the popularity of its 
fashion, this suit. 

A second reason appears in the 


suit that prefers a cape !o & coat—, 
a suit costume, this, in its every 
detail. Compose color effect, done 
in three colors, two shades of one, 
and white, make it rather unusual- 
ly effective, It relies on embroid- 
eries for trimming; features the 
tight hipline below a bloused waist 
and above a pleated skirt. The 
skirt is pleated as an excuse, per- 
haps, for pleating the cape, and 
embroideries link the latter with 
the dress.

There’s a tight 
bodice with pannier skirt, ribbon 
bows and flowers for spring.
